He said that this subject was of considerable interest to Representative 
Clement Zablocki (D. , Wis. ), Chairman of the Subcommittee on International 
Security and Scientific Affairs, and that Zablocki expected him to stay on 
top of such matters rather than react to problems brought to Zabloclci's 
attention. I told him we would try to set something up for next week.
